Whether It waa M ae* and Aatun 
preaching to the nobility of the Egyp 
tian court.

Whether it waa 
Daniel prophe xtng againat Bel 
ahazaar and a ibonaarut of hia lord- 
Whether It waa Jonah evangeliaing in

Aa to the preacher's work of to- 
day. it varies according tn the cue 
tom- and desires of the people, for 
most preachers, as excel lent as they 
are. are prearhmg lor the people in 
stead of preaching to them. Instead 
of leading the people, they let the 
people lead them. Like Aaron, they 
may not exactly believe In the golden 
1 call manner of worship themselves, 
but il the people do, and will just 
bring in enough of their geld, they 
will erect the golden call, fatrr to 
their clamoringa and j>in Ibem in 
their worships. And il a Moses ap 
pears on the scene, they eacoaethem 
wives by saying "The people de- 
manded it" 

The work of the city preacher is 
very different from that of the coun- 
try circuit rider. The city preach r 
must be a considerable dude, and a 
sort ol an act-r. He muat koow 
a >methlug about poetry and elocu- 
tion, and know how to recite with a 
good sited am rnnt ol sffectlon. He 
must also have a smalt nng of Greek 
and Latin, and 'pietcnd to know all 
abont the English He must, more- 
over, have aoine knowledge of Ethics, 
Theology, Homoletics, Philosophy, 
Biology, Botany, Astronomy and 
Geology, and it will be wise for him 
if he haa read some in the Bible, 
though that is not ao important, if it 
were not for the sake of being able to 
criticise it some, for the cltt preacher 
who cannot criticise the Bible and 
who ia not able to explain away some 
of its miracles, ia regarded with an* 
picion, and forthwith loses bis popu 
larity. 

He must be a society man too. and 
if he is not married he must put 
himsell in the matrimonial market 
at once, or all the sisters who have 
grown ap daughters will take no 



stuck in him II be doesn't ex.dly 
believe in such an innocent pastime 
j as dancing, he muat not dare to lift 
hia voice against it; and ii be ever 
I waxes hold enongb to preach on the 
subject at all. be mast choose lor his 
test the familiar lints, “There is a 
time for all things " He must not 
be a politician lor hia official board ia 
politically divided, and he moat decry 
both ihe Republican and Democratic 
parties because they are both engaged 
in the wholesale liquor business, and 
i he iaalraid to be a Prohibitionist, be- 
ouae his wealthiest member la in the 
real estate business, and rents his 
store rooms to saloon keepers. Hence 
the city preacher mast be a man with- 
out politics He must alao be some- 
what skilled lu phyalcs, ao that when 
he call* on Ihe president ol the Ladie* 
•id s>-ciety, he will know how lo pre- 
scribe for her pug dog, should the 
dainty little darling chance to be suf- 
fering from some distemper But 
above all things be mast learn the 
art of being pliable, ol having nn 
•ix-tic di»fK«iti<>n, and aa many 
minds ss be has parishioners Being 
thus equipped be need anticipate no 
fears ol loosing his head, for be has 
none ol his own to lose! 

The duties and requirements of the 
country parson are altogether differ 
ent. Whatever else he may nut be he 
muat be a wan of his own brad. It 
may not be a very wise one, but it 
mu-t I* his own He must Uurn the 
art of looking mar, and ui being 
courageous to take bis stand on some 
queatt >o that has never been con- 
troverted, and proclaim to bis audi- 
tors that be would go into the lion's 
den. march into the firry lurnsce or 
be chained to the burning stake on 
that prop wition . He moat vociferous- 
ly inform his bearers that he is per- 
fectly willing to contribute his mot > 
taltty to the subterranean vaults of 
the Catacombs, if need be. for believ 
ing that Joshua stopped the sun and 
arrested the moon, and thus bravely 
expostulating. great volumes of 
amena will roll out Irom the pews like 
the roar ol a thousand cyclones. He 
must be decidedly against the awlul 
hideous sin ol dancing, and mast take 
no stock whatever in reading fiction, 
and most regard all classea ol theaters 
as the abomination of desolation, 
spoken ol by the prophet He is a 
very strict sabbitarian, and thinks it 
ia almost sacreligious tor a child to 
look over the front gate on Sunday.

He 
ia not supposed to know anything, 
but must believe the book from 
•‘Kiver to Kiver.” and especially in 
a literal hell, and the sweet bye and 
bye. 

Bat s world full of such preachers 
as the two just mentioned, we are 
glad to say that we have observed a 
few who have not "bowed the kr«e 
to Baal, ' and who are traversing the 
country tor God and for humanity.

FINANCIAL OUTLOOK. 

1 Gratifying Conditions Disclosed in 
1 the Reports of the Secretary 
of the Treasury. 

t Secretary Gage's fourth annual re- 
I port to Congress discloses a financial 
r and industrial condition in this coun- 
t try of ours very different Irom that 
, -considered in the first report. 

In December, 1897, the United 
States was jnat emerging from four 
, years of the severest depression which 
, our people bad ever known The 
Gorman-Wilson Tariff for tevenoe 
only had not even produced the nee 
. esaary revenue It had created a 
. deficit In every year ol ita o|>eration 
It brd opened the floodgates to the 
. ch^ap-wsge goods ol Europe and brd 
. driven tbonsands of American men of 
business to the bankruptcy court and 
[ thousands ot wage worktra to the 
poor house That Tariff went ont ol 
I existence s confessed lailnre. an ac- 
knowledged fraud, amid the execra- 
tiona of the people whom it had de 
, ceived and robbed, and tbe rejoicing 
of even tbe men who had framed it 
The same political party which had 
enacted the Gorman-Wilson law, hav- 
ing seen that panacea collapse, had 
taken up with the new delusion of 
tree silver coinage, and thus one 
nightmare had succeeded another. 

In D-.cember, 1897, when Secretary 
Gage presented his first repoit the 
Dingly Tariff had been passed, sound 
currency legislation was in sight, and 
the country's trade and industry were 
recovering from their terrible proa- 
tiation. And what a brilliant record 
of continued prosperity and achieve - 1 
ment the Secretary offers now! The 
Democratic di licit is transformed into 
a surplus of $79,000,000 with a like 
surplns in sight at the end of the new 
fiscal year nnles* there is a reduction 
in the revenues The country's 
foreign trade aa well as its domestic 
trade is the greatest in onr history. 
For the first time our combined ex- 
porta and imports have passed the 
two billion dollar mark. Our In- 
creased imports are chitfly manufac- 
turers' materials; our increased ex- 
ports largely tbc finished products of 
Ametican manufacturing 'skill and 
ingenuity. Our trade is growing «J 1 
over the world, but it growing most 
rapidly with tbe new dependencies 
which came to us aa a result of tbe 
war with Spain and with the conn 
tries ol tbe Orient. 

The purely financial work of the 
Government has been entirely suc- 
cessful. There has been an increase 
of almost $25,000,000 in the available 
'cash balance of the Treasury, exclu- 
sive of tbe reserve ol $150,000,000. 
This has been applied as far as possi- 
ble to the uses ot business by pre- 
paying interest or principal of the 
public debt Under the authority 
ol the financial act of Match 14, 1900, 
applications have been received to 
organize 382 of the small national 
banka with less than $50,000 capital 
1 ao indispenaablc to sparsely settled 
regions which have hitherto lacked 
banking facilities. The operation of 
the act of March 14 in fortifying the 
gold standard and tbe currency are 
commended by the Secretary aa ef- 
fective so far as they have gone, but 
he declares that the act needs amend- 
ment and reinforcement, and thatcer 
tain provisions should be made more 
unmistakably mandatory and not per 
missive. 

But "in view of the many other 
important sutjects which demand at- 
tention daring the present short ses- 
sion of Congress," Secretary Gage 
forbears to press the question of 
amendment at tbia (time One great 
theme tor which tbe Secretary asks 
"early consideration” is the Protec 
lion and encouragement of the mer 
chant marine. On this point Secrets 
ry Gage, Following the example of 
President McKinley in bis message.

Although our total merchant tonage 
is now “greater than lot any year 
since 1851," the Secretary explains 
that the increase has been ‘ ‘wholly 
within the coastings trade,” Irom 
which foreign vessels are excluded. 
Our tonnage registered for overseas 
trade "has deceased from 2,642.628 
gross tons in 1861 to 826.694 gross 
tons in 19 >0, and is less than at any 
time in the past sixty years except 
during our shott war with Spate. 
For the past three years American 
ships have carried annually only 9 
per cent, of on- Imports and exports, 
the smallest in onr history.” The 
present tff >rt of American ship-own- 
ers to break the foreign monopoly of 
onr carrying trade, Secretary Gage 
declares, is, "entitled to the co oper- 
ation of Congress ” And he odds, 
slgnificuctly: 

“A bill for the promotion of Amer- 
ican commerce and for the creation < f 
an American merchant marine in fc. 
etftn trade, which shall be -orlhy < f 
the nation, now awaits the action of 
b' th branches of Congress. Itcon 
firms in principle and general out 
lines to recommendations upon the 
subject in the reports of 1898 and 
1899. Early consideration of that 
measure is recommended " 

So Secretary Gage, like President 
McKinley, comes out in specific, earn- 
est indorsement of tbe Frye Shipping 
bill, and this becomes, exactly as the 
I “Journal” said it wonld, as distinct- 
ively an Administration measure aa 
the gold standard bill or the Dtngley 
Tariff — Boston Jonrnal

Crops and Prices. 

When the Frte Traders are not de- 
nying the existence of prosperity or 
sneering at the man who appreciates 
I a full dinner pail, they are trying to 
explain the industrial history ol the 
last lour years by "big orops.” O ,e 
such Free Trader, in a newspaper let 
ter, even presents figures to show how 
"big crops" during Hantaan'* ad- 
ministration explain th* proepetity of 
those yeara, and how the small crops 
dazing Cleveland's second term are 
accountable lot the lean years we saw 
then. Neither the figures given for 
tbe amount ol west produced during 
the years cited or the prices quoted 
agree with the figures given by tbe 
United States atatlatical abstract, but 
we have no desire, nor is there any 
occasion, to go into that matter now. 
The one thing which catches the at- 
tention of one reading the communi- 
cation, and in which both the figures 
quoted and those oi the statistical ab- 
stract agree, is that the lowest aver- 
age price paid tor wheat per bushel 
daring any one of the Protection years 
of Harrison, s administration ia higher 
than the highest average price paid 
lor wheat per bualtel during any one 
of the Free-Trade Tariff reform yeara 
nnderJCleveland. 

The usual rule of trade is that the 
greater the supply of a commodity the 
lower the price; therefore the larger, 
the crop oi wheat the lower the price. 
But the rule is reversed in this case. 
We had large crops and bigb-prices 
during Protection years; smaller ctops 
and lower prices during Free-Trade 
days. There is something wrong, as 
usual, with the reasoning of our Free- 
Trade ftienda. The larger gross 
amount paid for tbe larger crops of 
agricultural products in Protection 
yeara is undoubtedly the cause ot 
much ot the prosperity of the larmtrs.

We want the trade ol the Orient, all 
ol it that we can secure on a profitabU 
basis, the same as we trade with Eng 
land and the Continental countries 
We want the trade of France, all of ii 
that we can do on the same basis 
But we do not want the trade ol 
France at the expense ol our trull 
growers, by a reciprocal arrangement 
that would admit the dried truit and 
other products of that country at » 
lower rate ol duty. 

The followers ol Bryan said in 1896 
that we could not have expansion 01 
our foreign trade without giving for- 
eignters free access to our own mar- 
kets The followers ol Bryan were 
discredited and defeated In the cam 
paign ol 1896, and the Digley Tariff 
bill took the place of the Wilson Tar- 
iff law. Expansion of our foreign 
trade followed, despite prediction to 
the contrary — a greater extension 
than ever before In the history ot the 
country.

in free or at reduced rates the pro- 
ducts of the pauper labor of the teem 
ing millions there.— “Oregon States- 
man.
